Juries have convicted more 
frequently on charges of operating 
motor vehicles while under the in­ 
fluence of liquor and courts have 
dealt out more severe penalties. 
“The statistics which demonstrate 
why the drinking driver runs a great 
risk of arrest, loss of license, con­ 
viction and imprisonment, as well 
• of injury and death, are easily 
understood. 
“During the first year of repeal, 
accidents involving intoxicated driv­ 
ers increased 87 per cent above the 
previous twelve months, from 1,092 
to 2,042. Fatal accidents gained 37 
per cent, from 46 to 63. 
Inciden­ 
tally, the number of accidents in­ 
volving intoxicated pedestrians in­ 
creased even more, mounting 64: 
per cent, from 554 to 912, with a ] 
gain of 50 per cent—from 80 to 121 
—in fatalities. 
Patrol Activity 
“Meanwhile, the highway patrol 
one 
of

mediums 
through 
which 
the 
department 
wages its fight 
against drinking 
drivers, swelled its total of arrests 
for driving while under the influ­ 
ence of liquor. 
From 61 arrests on 
this charge, in November, last year, 
the patrol's total jumped to BO in 
December, reached IOO for the first 
time by March and established #a 
record of 152 in July. An average 
of 95 arrests a month lias been 
maintained through the year, with 
an average of HO arrests during the 
open motoring season. 
“In prosecuting these cases, the 
patrol has achieved 
a record of 
four convictions for every acquittal. 
Out of 1,070 cases disposed of, 861 
resulted in convictions and only 209 
resulted in discharges. 
3,000 Lot*) License 
“Through the division of safety, 
the 
department 
has 
withdrawn 
nearly 3,000 
operators' licenses as 
the result of drinking driving. Dur­ 
ing the post-repeal year withdraw­ 
als of this nature totaled 2,871, an 
increase of nearly 1,100, or 62 per 
cent, over the 1,776 withdraw 
on 
similar charges during the previous 
year. 
“The division's part in the cam 
paign is shown by the increase from 
199 to 583 in the number of licenses 
suspended after division inspectors 
investigated accidents and found 
evidence of intoxication. 
“The part of the courts is indi­ 
cated by records of license revoca­ 
tions W'hich increase 50 per cent 
from 1,577 to 2,288. 
Revocations, 
each for a period of one year, are 
j^ed upon supplement coart con 
.ctions on charges of driving while 
under the influence of liquor, 
“As Pennsylvania enters the sec­ 
ond year of the post-repeal period 
all evidence points to the fact that 
material progress has been made 
toward curbing 
drunken driving

This inwward serenity always reflects 
happiness, though 
it often 
cloaks a m ultitude of unuttered sorrows and heart aches. 
It 
also depicts 
character in its shining state. 
An ever enveloping love for all the works of G ods universe, a sym ­ 
pathy and understanding for every unfortunate voyager, and a constant 
burning appreciation for everything clean and beautiful, are w hat create 
this serenity within us. It is attainable for all! 
Happiness is not a m atter of great possessions, but of a few choice 
gains, a ripe understanding and a vibrant appreciation. 
And then a
